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KAISER DECLARES 
GERMANY’S READY

defense of her honor. Kaiser Wilhelm 
in effect so told the reichstag today. 
He made no effort to conceal the

placed the blame 
for

squarely upon 
France and 
Russia 
It was plain that he no longer hopes 
that England will remain neutral. 
In anticipation of England's hos­ 
tility, Germany is already striking 
hard. 
Her forces are penetrating 
France. 
The Cossack invasion of the 
Prussian border has been repelled. 
Belgium is to be subdued. Her re­ 
fusal to permit Germany free passage 
to the French frontier and her a d ­ 
mittedly pro-French sympathies left 
the kaiser no alternative but to in­ 
clude her in his war plans. 
The 
formal 
declaration of war 
came today. 
The foreign office su m ­ 
moned the French am bassador and 
served him with G e rm an y ’s defy. It 
was a great state document. It re­ 
cites Germany's efforts to keep peace. 
It insists that France at all times 
ha* been the aggressor. 
So soon as the formal declaration 
had been communicated, the pass­ 
ports of the French 
ambassador, 
previously prepared, 
were handed 
over. 
He was escorted to the s ta ­ 
tion with all the honors due his rank. 
A guard of honor accompanied the 
am bassador to the frontier. Before 
leaving, the belongings of th e e m ­ 
bassy were turned over to .lames W. 
Gerard, the American ambassador. 
Decisive fighting near the French 
border is only a question of several 
hours. 
Already general skirmishing 
has taken place. 
The French attem p t 
to invade Lorraine up to the present 
has proved abortive. 
The reports to 
the general staff indicate that the 
offensive move failed of its objective 
and the French troops have already 
retired back into their own terri­ 
tory. 
The French fortress at Jxmgwy Is 
besieged. A good part of the d e p a rt­ 
m en t of M eurthe et Moselle is al­ 
ready held by German soldiers and 
it Is expected here that the advance 
will be directed against Nancy where 
it is believed the French arm y has 
established its chief forward base.

Reciting th© existence of war, th© 
friendship of the United States for 
the belligerent nations and the duty 
of neutrality, the proclamation e n u m ­ 
erates at length the acts prohibited 
of a neutral ratio n and its citizens. 
The prohibitions include: 
Use of neutral nations* waters for 
war purposes, enlistment or procure­ 
ment of enlistment of citizens in h> s- 
tile armies and navies 
within 
or

King All>ert im m ediately replied 
that under no circum stances would 
Belgium consent to a violation of her 
neutrality.
